A meteorite, described as half the 
size of $r. P aul’s cathedral, Loudon, is 
said t< have fallen at Port Alfred, South 
Africa. 
It made a hole in the ground 
50 feet deep, 120 feet long and 00 feet 
wid<\ which would make it the largest 
known meteorite on record.

single piece apparently, it was probably 
solid ircu, like v ther meteorites known, 
some d which have weighed a num L r 
of tens, but none of this size is record­ 
ed. And yet there is no reason to believe 
that multitudes very much larger may 
not L traveling in the celestial spaces, 
and it is only good luck that prevents 
our falling in w ith them.
